Mr, Bditer -—In your issue of the 10th of 
Novensher, buoticedsn editorial on Phonogra- 
phy, or shorthand weiting, in which you ex- 
pressed « desir: that some person who has 
learned the art wowk! inform your readers 
“ whether the ecienee really be as useful to 
¢tudenta, ghysicians, aninisters, and literary 
men in generals’ as the writer from whom 
you quote “ would mak. us believe.” “ Learn 
phonograpky if you arm a minister,” says the 
wrifer, “ far it will save you five-sixths of the 
time you at presont employ in weting your 
nates, or elaborating your sermons in full, 
Learn phonegraphy, if yeu are a lawyer, for 
it will enable you to secus® the fleeting word 
on which may depend the faturelifecr honor 
of your client. Learn phonography, if you 
are e@ student, and would sccure, end thus 
fully profit by the instruction that is daily 
offered] to you in lectures, and by oral instruc 
tions of your teachers Learn phonography, 
if you have to rely upon yourself amd the 
private study of books for the acquisition of 
know?sdge.” 

Having studied this art for cightecn months, 
I think J can satisfactarily reply to your in 
terrogatery. In your article you acknew 
ledge the usefulness of phonography to re- 
porters, but doubt that it will be of great 
practical use to the minister, the lawyer ar 
the student ; for you say, thouglrsermons may 
be written, teatimony taken down, and notes 
made with it, it is quite probable you will 
dave to guess af What has been written in it ; 
{n this event, indeed, the art would be of but 
little value. Now,in my opinion, voealized 
phonography, ¢. ¢, containing the vowels as 
well as the consonants, in phonographie cha- 
racters, is as readily and casily read as plainly 
written manuscript. To the minister or the 
lecturer, more especially, it must be of in- 
calculable benefit, fur while being enabled 
te write out a sermon or lecture with the 
great speed which phonography admits of, 
he will save four-fifths of his time; and in the 
reading of his short-hand manuscript, he will 
find it much easier read, in all probability, 
than his long-hand writing, and he will be 
enabled to read the pronunciation, and catch 
at it as quickly as though the words he spoke 
were being repeated afler an ciocutionist.

FATTENING SHEEP. J 


Our esteemed correspoadent, Joho Johns- 
ton, who has had much experience im fatten 
ing sheep, informed us some years ago, shat 
the common fine- woBled sheep of the country 
were the most profitable he could buy for 


tening larger sheep, stating that they will fat 
ten more easily than the emaller sheep. In 
this he is unquestionably correct, and it fol- 
lows that the larger sheep are the most pro- 
fitable, provided that they cam be purchased 
at the same price per pound ia the fall. 

For fattening, then, select the largest and 
thriftiest sheep that can be obtained at a pro- 
portional cost. The fatter they are to oom- 
mence with the better; for this fat has been 
put on at a leas cost than it can be done dur- 
ing the winter on hay and grain. 

Yor fattening sheep in winter there is no 
thing equal to good clower Aay. 
known sheep to lacrease over 2 lbs. per week 
on clover hay alone for four months. They 
were Southdowna, and eat about 3 Iba each 
A little grain or oil-cake can be fed 
with profit—if the increased value of the 
manure is taken into consideration.

Sheep will bear pretty chose confinement. 
We have seen them jattened in England in 
pens where there was little more room than 
Was necessary for them to lie down comfor- 
tably. They were placed on narrow boards, 
say two or three inches wide, with an inch 
between each board for the droppings to pass 
through. The pens were thatched to keep off 
the rain, and were closed up on three aides. 
We have never seen healthier sheep. They 
Were quiet, warm, clean, and comfortable, and 
fattened rapidly. Sheep must have dry quar- 
ters, Nothing is so injurious as wet, It 
is an old remark, thgt “sheep do better on 
Toast meal than boiled ;” and it is equally true 
that they will do better in even cold quarters, 
if dry, than warm ones if wet.

To Cunx Tux Sick Heapacun.—Two tea- 
spoonsful of finely powdered chareoal, drank 
in a half tumbltr of water, will often give re- 
lief to the sick headache, when caused, as in 
most cases it is, by superabundance of acid 
on the stomach, 
Zinc Pasventine Inon-Rust.—A Belgian 
named Stiphen, of Ghent, has made a dis 
covery which may be of some utility. It is 
that the rusting of nails, employed to fasten 
the branches of fruit trees to walls, can be 
prevented by knocking into the wall, at the 
same time with the nail, a small piece of zinc. 
In giving, a few days ago, an account of the 
discovery to the Agricultural Society of 
Ghent, M. Stiphen produced nails which had 
been eight years in walls, in contact with a 
piece of zinc, and which were not at all 
rusty. 

' To Crean Rispona—I will give you a re- 
cipe which I have tried and know to be good. 
Take | tablespoonful of brandy; 1 do. of soft 
soap ; 1 do. of molasses—mix thoroughly to- 
gether, place your ribbon upon a smooth 
board and apply your liquid with a soft brash, 
after which rinse in cold rain water; then 
roll up in a cloth until nearly dry; iron with 
a flat not too hot. If you will only try it, 
you will find your ribbons as bright as new.— 
Rural New Yorker. 

A Varnisn For Inon Work.—To make 
good black varnish for iron work, take 8 Ibs. 
of asphaltum arid fuse in it an iron kettle, 
then add 5 gallons of boiled linseed oil, 1 Ib. 
of litharge, 4 Ib. of sulphate of zinc (add these 
slowly or it will fume over,) and boil them 
for about 3 hours. Now add 1} Ibs. of dark 
gum-amber end boil for 2 hours longer, or 
until the mass will become quite thick when 
cool, after which it should be thinned with 
turpentine to due consistency.
